HE large number of commemora- 
tive issues in the last few years 
has taken the spotlight from the 
regular postal issues in the United 


States, but the gradual appearance of 
the handsome new series this summer 
has served to reawaken interest in regu- 
lar issues. In particular, the appearance 
on July 11 of the first 4%c stamp to 
be issued in this country has brought up 
the subject of just what denominations 
have been used and how often. Other 
new denominations are promised, too, 
for this new series. In Chart I accom-

added to the latter series in 1875. The 
2c and 15c have occurred as often as the 
5c. The first issue did not have these 
values, nor did the second issue, the 
series of 1851. 

The 12c denomination, issued first in 
1851, was ignored for a period, in the 
issues of 1890, 1894, 1902 and 1908-12. 
It was added to this last series in 1914. 
The 24c stamp, a regular feature of the 
issues of 1851, 1861, 1869 and 1870, did 
not appear in 1890, nor has it since. (Ex- 
cept for Air Mail) It will reappear in 
the new series. The 30c value also started

included the following denominations: 
36c, 48c, 60c, 72c, 84c, 96c, $1.92, $6, 
and up to $60 and $100, but none of 
these were available to the general pub- 
lic and were used within the post offices 
for accounting purposes. 

Chart I does not consider color 
changes, changes of perforations or paper, 
but separates the various denominations 
by different designs only. It also does 
not include both kinds of 2c of the series 
of 1902-03 or the added 3c regular of

panying this article the regular issues 
are divided into convenient series, and 
the denominations occurring in each series 
are listed. The last regular issue, that of 
1922 had at first appearance only one 
new denomination, the 14c, but later 
three new values appeared, the Yc, 1%4c 
and 17c. In Chart II will be found a 
listing of all denominations used or pro- 
jected and their first date of appearance. 
_ Considering only regular issues, omit- 
ting commemoratives, air mail and all 
other extra issues, the 10c denomination 
has proved most popular, occurring in 
every one. The 1c and 3c have occurred 
in all issues except the first, the 1847 
issue. The 5c value, which was a part 
of the 1847 issue, was not included in 
the 1869 or 1870 issues, although it was 





in 1851 and lasted through the 1890 
issue, as did the 90c, whereupon they 
gave way to the 50c and $1. The 30c 
was reissued in 1914. 

Outside of regular issues we have some 
other denominations, not appearing even 
in the new series. The Graf Zeppelin 
Issue, with its 65c, $1.30 and $2.60 
stamps, is well known. The Parcel Post 
of 1912 had a 75c value. The Depart- 
ment of State Official Stamps, now obso- 
lete, included $10 and $20 values, but 
these were used only by that Depart- 
ment. The Columbian Issue had $3 and 
$4 denominations, not seen in any other 
issue. The Newspaper and Periodical 
Stamps, however, have given rise to the 
most unusual denominations. Among 
others, the two issues of these stamps 
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numerical sequence giving the series with 
which they first appeared and the date . 
on which they first appeared in a regular 
series for ordinary postage. Some of 
these denominations were discontinued 
for varying lengths of time and then 
added again to a series and the dates 
in parentheses are of the years when 
these denominations were not issued. 
It will be noted that only one denomina- 
tion once found in the regular series, the 
90c, has never been revived. The 75c 
Parcel Post though first issued only for 
use on such mail was, after the discon- 
tinuance of printing of these special 
stamps, sold for use on all classes of 
mail until stock was gone. The $3 and 
$4 Columbian commemoratives also were 
used for all classes of mail and are the

only denominations found in a com- 
memorative series that did not also ap- 
pear at some time in the ordinaries. 
The airmail stamps of 1918 and 1923 
issues, were also used for all classes of 
mail following changes in rates for air- 
mail. The Graf Zeppelin series of 1930 
added three denominations never issued 
before or since, but these were issued 
only over a ten week period and valid 
only upon air mail. The new 1938 series 
will when completed include every de- 
nomination ever before issued in an 
ordinary postage series with the excep- 
tion of the 90c.

The announcement of five more of the 
new regular series indicates that colors 
are being generally revised. The 10c 
Tyler will be issued on Sept. 2 in a sal- 
mon color. The 11c Polk will appear on 
Sept. 8 in blue; the 12c Taylor on Sept. 
14 in lavender; the 13c Fillmore on 
Sept. 22 in green, and the $2.00 Harding 
on Sept. 29 printed in bicolor. The 
Harding will be with black center and 
green frame. The first four will have a 
single line frame and the $2.00 without 
line frame differing in this manner from 
the Yc to 10c. All to be sold on the 
first day only at Washington, D. C., but 
collectors are warned to send covers for 
each different denomination separately 
to that postmaster, outside cover to be 
marked with denomination.

Those Spanish Constitutions 


William Bate of Philadelphia writes 
in to inquire the reason for a number of 
minor differences in appearance of two 
Spanish Constitution stamps of his. Stars 
in the flags are blue or white and in 
one small red spots can be seen, the 
color in one being deeper, etc. These 
stamps are printed in a number of col- 
ors, each color being printed in a 
separate operation. If a sheet gets out 
of place in the press, succeeding colors 
printed after that will also be out of 
their proper position. Shades in color 
are frequently accidents of printing. As 
we’ve announced before, minor differ- 
ences on stamps printed in more than 
one color are usually caused because of 
the method of printing each color sep- 
arately, minor differences are common 
and have no added value.

Editor’s Notebook 


ACCURACY Most of us when reading 
NO OBJECT an article in a magazine 

usually accept the figures, 
etc., contained therein'as reliable. To a 
lesser extent we believe what we read in 
the newspapers, and with good reason! 
Disillusionment as to their accuracy in 
reporting comes when they report a hap- 
pening, the facts of which were already 
known to us. It’s positively marvelous 
how thoroughly they can get all balled 
up telling of things philatelic, and we 
wonder if the rest of their “fact” articles 
are equally inaccurate. It’s one thing to 
print incorrect data because there was 
no source for reliable figures, but it’s 
another thing altogether when they dis- 
regard entirely the little matter of accu- 
rate reporting, and ignore easily access- 
ible figures. 

As an example of this type of article, 
the one entitled “Stamp Stampede” by 
one Frank Morris in the July 30th Col- 
lier’s is very good—as an example of ex- 
aggeration and misinformation through- 
cut. There seems no good reason for 





this, except that the author and publish- 
ers just don’t care to trouble themselves 
to dig out the truth. If the other al- 
leged ‘‘fact” articles of this magazine are 
equally correct, then they owe their sub- 
scribers refunds. Every large city has 
one or more stamp dealers, stamp clubs, 
and well-informed collectors who would 
without any charge have supplied the in- 
formation necessary to make such an 
article correct. 

Various readers have commented on 
the article and with good reason to do 
so. It states the 50c Zeppelin sold for 
$8.00 in 1935 and has risen further each 
year—a stamp that reached a high of 
$3.00 and dropped back to not more 
than $2.50! It goes on to say that a pre- 
first day cover of the Mothers Day sells 
for more than $10, but it’s possible that 
zero was added by a typographical error. 
The story of the 24c 1918 airmail in- 
verted center is the most distorted one 
we’ve ever read or heard. Apparently the 
gentleman thought the entire first print- 
ing had centers inverted and though 
working for a magazine was so ignorant 
of printing methods he had never heard 
of the possibilities of bicolored work. 
Though this stamp has been known for 
twenty years it reached a high of $3625 
at a sale last month, some $1400 short 
of the $5,000 he writes it sold for in a 
“few years.” Air mail cover collectors 
will be startled to know that a set of 
covers (“several dozen”) from the 1934 
Army emergency flights are worth around 
$1500 and going “higher every day.” 
Verily, this article bandies the dollar 
around as carelessly as a senator obtain- 
ing pork for his district. It’s amazing 
how two pages can contain so much 
misinformation. 

A favorite trick of newspapers and 
their columnists is to stir up an argu- 
ment since by doing so there will be in- 
creased interest in the sheet, and anyway 
they figure any publicity is better than 
none. Westbrook Pegler gained some 
philatelic fame of the less desirable sort 
in this manner a few years ago by at- 
tacking stamp collecting. A certain ele- 
ment is always willing to join in the 
laugh, since they too are ignorant of the 
subject and take his word for it that it’s 
funny. As a result though, we doubt if 
any collector who read the original dia- 
tribe would ever accept anything he 
writes without reservations. The same 
can be said of magazines and newspapers 
that print such stuff. Recently the New 
York Post exposed its editor’s ignorance 
of things philatelic and the fact that he 
doesn’t check his facts before they reach 
print by printing under the heading 
“One Born Every Minute” one of these 
ridiculing outbursts. He states the Greek 
and French governments are bringing 
out stamps with errors deliberately put 
into them on the theory that collectors

Additions to the R. P. O.

In our February 26th issue, we pub- 
lished a checklist of Railway Post Of- 
fices including all offices and postmarks 
in use since Sept. 1936. Since the R. 
P. O. service started in 1882 it is im- 
practical to attempt to publish a list of 
all that have ever existed, so we lim- 
ited our list to those markings now or 
recently current, and set Sept. 1936 as 
our dividing point as we had fairly com- 
plete records from that date. The fol- 
lowing postmarks marked with an aster- 
isk (*) indicate they have been discon- 
tinued; those with a # mark indicate 
they have been seen dated after Sept. 
1936 and those with three asterisks 
(***) are either new offices or new 
names for old offices. These may not 
appear for some time though the change 
was ordered.

blacksmith and left an orphan at the age of nine. He was raised by 

a Quaker uncle in Oregon and studied mining engineering at Leland 
Stanford University, California. He worked for several years in mines in 
the Southwestern United States and also practiced engineering as a mining 
expert in Australia and other places abroad. During the early part of the 
World War directed relief in Belgium so well that when the U. S. entered 
the World War he was appointed by President Wilson as National Food 
Administrator. After the Armistice he continued his work supervising the 
supplying of food to the starving millions of the devastated European pow- 
ers. From these contacts he became well known in Europe and is still a 
popular figure in the countries he once helped. Hoover was one of the few 
high appointees of President Harding untouched by the scandals and so 
served under both Harding and Coolidge as Secretary of Commerce. Though 
never a candidate for any political office he was nominated by the Repub- 
licans in 1928 for President and was readily elected. In 1929 the period of 
wild speculation of the ’20s came to an end with the stock market crash, 
which in turn bankrupted business houses throughout the nation and 
brought on a general depression. The United States was not alone in such 
disaster, the whole world suffering from economic troubles. The President 
established commissions and boards to attempt to remedy matters but most 
of the government spending was directed to corporations and did not reach 
the individual except indirectly. These efforts, however, did not bring a 
return of prosperity and things remained in the same condition throughout 
the country. As in previous such periods of economic distress the party 
in power received the blame for them and Hoover accepted the re-nomina- 
tion in 1932, only to be decisively defeated. The ex-president retired to 
his home at Palo Alto, Calif., but continued to answer critics and take 
an interest in world affairs. His administration continued the policy of 
issuing commemorative stamps, but the most important addition to our 
stamps were the Kansas and Nebraska overprints of 1929 and the Wash- 
ington Bicentennial series of 1932. In 1930 appeared the famous Graf 
Zeppelin set current only 10 weeks. Hoover is the only president never to 
appear on a stamp, his successor appearing on one foreign issue and sched- 
uled for two more.

digit as the sheet stamps so that any 
buro number starting with the digit “2” 
will mean a Presidential series stamp. 


THICK AND Fast 


The overprint business is going on at 
a fast clip now. We do not intend to 
list any more unless it is of a new or 
interesting nature. So far we have seen 
the overprints above, below, across and 
right in the precancellation. So far only 
handstamps and printed overprints were 
noted but don’t be surprised if mimeo- 
graphing and multigraphing are utilized 
before this is over with. Out of all of 
this hub-bub there is only one redeem- 
ing feature in the overprinting of pre- 
cancels and that is, as E. J. Newcomer 
points out in the Golden Gate Bulletin, 
the dates stamped thereon definitely re- 
cord just when the stamps were in use. 
As he points out, Portland (OREG.) 
B52s were supposed to be out of the 
office long ago, but he picked up one 
recently dated JUL 38,” and that seems 
to settle that. It is very evident that in 
the long run this will help catalog pub- 
lishers in pricing stamps. Some one may 
report an item out of the office either 
for a purpose or innocently and subse- 
quent findings may prove the stamp to 
still be in use. Any one can see what 
a help this will be to the catalog makers.

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New York newspapers and magazines 
have been devoting a good deal of space 
to philately of late.

Swiss Exhibit 





To celebrate the 50th anniversary of 
the Aarau Philatelic Society a national 
stamp exhibition will be held September 
15 to 25 at Aarau, Switzerland. The 
Swiss Postal Administration plans to is- 
sue a miniature sheet very similar to 
the “NABA” block. This will contain a 
horizontal pair of 20c of a new design 
but regular size, with below them a copy 
of the large 65c air mail stamp sur- 
charged 10c. All three will be perforated 
and sheet will be small enough to place 
upon ordinary size covers. They prom- 
ise to fill all orders received until Sept.

Additional fea- 
tures of the meeting will be flights with 
homing pigeons, a flight using a balloon 
and special airplane flights from Aarau.
